leys there are about 20.000 cows, and 
the next day that a cow has a calf her 
milk is put into the churn with other 
milk to make butter for the San Fran- 
cisco market. 
The milk leaks through 


the dairy floor and forms a- cess pool. 
The stables and surroundings are kept 
In a very filthy condition. 
Tlie calves 


are fed in troughs that are never wash- 
ed outi 
In the corners milk Is always 


left as a breeding place for worms ant* 


-This Is the place where 3. V. Warren 


of Fresno county bought 
550 calves 


about six months old. 
When-Mr. War- 


ren dipped from Humboldt 
county 


these calves he noticed that some of 
them were coughing and since he 
brought them to Kingston, Fresno 
county, about 300 died. 
I found the di- 


sease "to be hoose or lung worm, caused 
by an animal parasite known asstron- 
sylus filaria or pulmbnaria vermin. 
There is .no doubt i" my mind that 
those calves were affected with the di- 
sease that proved so fatal when Mr. 
Warren purchased them and that the 
calves contracted the- disease from the 
feed troughs and the filthy surround- 
ings

that sold these calves to Mr.-Warren 
should be held responsible for them. .
